CHAPTER 6
PRCHI BI TI ON FOR JUMPI NG ANDY OR DI VI NG FROM COUNTY OWNED BRI DGES
TITLE IV - STREETS, ROADS, PUBLI C WAYS & TRANSPCRTATI ON

SECTION 1. TITLE
This ordi nance may be known and may be cited and referred to as the "Jones
County Bridge Safety O di nance".

SECTION 2. PURPOSE

It is the purpose of this chapter to adopt a regulation to prohibit persons
from junping or diving fromany County owned or maintained bridge or culvert
into the water flow ng beneath sane. The practice of junping or diving from
bridges poses a safety risk to the participants and to the vehicular and
pedestrian traffic traversing the bridges and cul verts. Subnerged objects,
and non-uniform water |evels, anong others, may pose safety and health
hazards to the participants.

SECTION 3. AUTHORI TY

The Jones County, lowa, Board of Supervisors shall have the authority to
regulate for the safety of the public in accordance with the provisions of
1997 | owa Code Chapter 331.

SECTION 4. JUMPI NG OR DI VI NG PRCHI BI TED
It shall be unlawful for any person to junp or dive fromany County owned or
mai ntai ned bridge or culvert into the water flow ng beneath sane.

SECTI ON 5. ENFORCEMENT PROCEDURES

It shall be the duty and responsibility of all law enforcenent officials to
enforce the provisions of this regulation. This ordi nance may be enforced by
issuing a civil citation for violating the County O di nance.

SECTION 6. PENALTY

Violation of this ordinance shall constitute a county infraction which shall
be punishable by a civil penalty in an anount not to exceed that allowed by
| owa Code Section 331.307 (1.), as now or hereafter anended. Alternatively,
or in addition to, constitution of a county infraction, a person found in
violation of this ordinance may be guilty of a sinple msdeneanor, and on
convi ction thereof be subject to such nmaximum penalty as the law allows in
lowa Code Section 903.1, as now or hereafter anended. Each day that a
violation occurs or is permtted to exist by the respondent/defendant
constitutes a separate offense.

SECTION 7. REGULATI ON EFFECTI VE UPON PUBLI CATI ON

This ordinance, and any anendnents thereof, being deened essential and
i nperative for the preservation of public safety, shall be in force and
effect fromand after its passage and publication as provided by | aw.
